AFRICAN PYGMIES. 

LONDON INSPECTS SIX SMALL 
INDIVIDUALS FROM THE CON- 
GO COUNTRY. 

Men Average Four Feet Six, and 
Women fVbout Four Feet In Helght- 
Wtthout Reiielon. Go Naked and 
have Peculiar Customs. 

London town is very much Interest- 
ed in six small human beings who 
hare recently arrived from Africa. 
Colonel Harrison, an officer In the 
BrlUsh Army, has brought with him 
from the Iturl forests of the Belgium 
Congos a half dozen pygmies. 

Colonel Harrison went last year 
Into the Iturl forest, also known as 
Stanley forest, hoping to capture one 
or more okapis. This part of his ex- 
pedlUon was a failure. On the other 
hand, he succeeded In living four 
months amid the pygmies and per- 
suaded four men and two woinet 
tribe to accompany him 
Europe. 

The long Journey has been aocomp- 
Hshed by the Blx dwarfs in the face 
of a thousand difficulties. Colonel 
Harrison and his proteges were de- 
tained at Khartoum and later at Cairo 
for several weeks, certain English 
phllanthroplo socittles having earnest- 
ly opposed their expatriation. The ex- 
plorer was obliged to prove to the 
British Government th.it the dwarfs 
were with him voluntarily. 

The six pygmies were of course duly 
measured by tho English anthropoli 
ists on their arrival In London. The 
[lean height was 4 feet 6 inches for 
men and 4 feet 1 Inch for wo 

The Congo Pygmies are very strong 
md also bravo without being gener- 
:iy aggressive, although Colonel liar- 
ison reports that last winter, during 
>ls stay in the forest of Ituri, a party 
>f pygmies attacked a Belgian cara- 
.an, killing seventeen carriers and 
plundering the goods. Thoy are no- 
mads, having neither fields nor houses, 
and live only on game and wild fruits. 
Their household utensils are limited 
to a few earthen saucepans, in which 
they cook game without taking the 
trouble to skin It. They eat the skin 
well as the meat, even breaking the 
bones with their teeth. 

Are Sons of Nature. 
They walk about completely un- 
clothed. Only among the tribes that 
live on the confines of the forest and 

1 relations with the nog 
greater stature, do the women wear a 
girdle of leaves. 

Both the men and women shave the 
head partially ; some cut straight patht 
across their wooly hair; others dress 
it with birds' feathers or squirrel 
tails. 

They have absolutely no religious In- 
stincts and believe in neither God nor 
devil. They generally practice polyg- 
amy. As with the Chinese, the birth 
of a girl is regarded as a calamity. 
Strangely enough, the young mothers 
sometimes steal the new-born children 
of the neighboring tribes of normal 
stature, leaving their own babes in 
exchange. 

Last of a Great Race. 

"The Pygmlas do not live to a 
great age," said Col. Harrison. "Life 
is bard in the somber Congo forests; 
nature is a pitiless task-master to this 
remnant cf the race that once peopled 
the greater part of Africa. The rain 
that falls In torrents for eight months 
transforms the ground Into a marsh. 

It may be added that the pygmies 
are remarkably Intelligent, that they 
appear to have the gift of language to 
an Incredible degree, that they excel 
In the art of extracting iron from the 
ore, of forging It. and of making arrow, 
heads of It without other tools than 
round stones. 



Truly It fares strangely with the 

little man," far beyond the bounda- 
ries ot Uncle Sam's own land. So 
strangely, indeed, that he Is really a 
little man years before the American 
mothera "little man" has developed 
into her "big boy." 
Just as soon as the first son of a 
est coast of Greenland Eskimo had 
been weaned, In his fourth year, his 
father had placed in his hands toy 
bird darts and harpoons. 

' Play with them long, little one," 
the provident father cautioned wisely. 
"Life Is hard in the land of the eternal 
snows, and it will be only a short 
(time before thou wilt be called on to 
Jo thy full share in fighting for the 
sustenance of the family." 

For the next five years the child, 
with a cunning bred in him, through 
no one knows how many generations, 
crept noiselessly upon small birds, even 
bringing them down with stones when 
he tired of plying his darts. His skill 
in this direction grew so wonderfully 
that lils little hands soon learned to 
throw unerringly his diminutive har- 
poon at birds swimming in the inlets 
or Into the black bodies of seals, 
towed by his father, coming bome In 
his kaiak from the hunting fields of 
the sea 

The Little Eskimo Man. 
The boy is now eleven years old. For 
two years he has spent a large part of 
his time playing kaiak-man in his fath- 
er's kaiak. Now his father, having 
proudly watched his son gradually gain 
a good working knowledge of the boat, 
has decided to have a kaiak built for 
the boy. 

So the father takes his son to the 
shore and they walk along It for a 
distance of several miles, gathering 
drift wood, the boy meanwhile being In- 
structed In the art of selecting the 
proper kind of material far the frama 
of a kaiak. 

That afternoon, with the little man 
lending a helping hand now and then, 
the big man puts together the ribs of 
the boat. Bright and early the follow- 
ing morning the boy's mother and her 
friends, all chattering gaily, stretch 
over the ribs a fine seal skin, made 
pliable by much diligent chewing on 
the mother's part As they stretch It 
they sew it In place, so that when tha 
last stitch Is taken the skin Is taut 
everywhere; the kaiak perfect in every 
detail. 

The father Is mightily pleased, and 
he shows it by passing around hot cof- 
fee to all those who have worked on tha 
kaiak. While this is being drunk, the 
child struts into their midst a verit- 
able bundle of skins. He has on a 
diminutive wholcja.-ket, with a hood 
over his head, the sleeves have mittens, 
his boots reach to his hips over skin 
trousers.

The fertility of Eges. 
In considering the possibilities for 
a good hatch from a setting of eggs, 
the fertility of the eggs used Is of 
prime importance. Data regarding the 
factors affecting the fertility of eggs 
are of great value in the poultry in- 
dustry, this question having been 
studied at a number of the experimeui 
stations In the United Slates and else- 
where. 

Too warm quarters for laying stock 
and overfeeding as well as a cold sea- 
there | son are commonly believed to exer- 
cise an unfavorable influence on egg 
'fertility. The way eggs are handled 
or stored is also believed to affect the 
' proportion which will hatch, as wall 
as the conditions under which incuba- 
tion occurs. The vigor and character 
of the parent stock and the length of 
time the male bird has been with Jhe 
Hock are also important At the out- 
set, officials of tho Department of 
Agriculture wish It distinctly pointed 
out that fertility and "hatchability" 
are not necessarily identical. An egg 
may be fertile and the germ still not 
have sufficient vitality to produce a 
healthy chick under the ordinary con-

expected to result from Its mere Inocu- 
a with bacteria; phosphates, pot- 
lime or other plant food must be 
added along with the nitrogen-fixing 
microbes. In a soil already rich In 
nitrogen the bacteria do little good. 

Furthermore, many of the bacteria 
now on the market are of no value 
whatever. Of nineteen samples bought 
in the open market and examined by 
the Bureau of Plant Industry one was 
pronounced "very good." five others 
good." and most of the remainder 
"poor" and eight "wo rthless."

The most severe earthquake San 
FmndacO has known prior to the pres- 
ent oue wns in 1SH8. Quite a little 
dam*** resulted, though nothing re 
BWtolf comparable to this. It was the 
]s.;s ihskenp that was made famous 
by Mark Twain. The most surprising 
thing the genial Mark saw at that time 
was the opening up of the celling of 
bis room, the lips of the orifice work- 
ing to and fro like a mouth utid a brick 
slipping through and held in suspen- 
sion, like one lone tooth on the Jaw of 
an old man. 

The last earthquake that occurred In 
San Francisco was in January, 1900. 
Several dlstluct ahocks were felt early 
In the morning, causing the vibration 
of buildings all over the city. The 
chief building affected was the St. 
Nicholas hotel, which was severely 
shaken The walls collapsed iu cer- 
tain parts of the structure, guests were 
thrown out of their beds and furniture 
was destroyed.

SAN FRANCISCO, the earthquake 
stricken city, has lon« been per 
nieated with an air of romance 
and adventure. Nowhere muy 
one turn without being reminded of 
the legends that have l>eeii woven 
around the forty-niners and their im- 
mediate followers. The .names of the 
atreets and of the business blocks, such 
as Kearney, Sutter. Montgomery. I»u 
pont. Flood. Crocker and Sharon, bring 
to the mind of the visitor long forgot- 
ten stories of riot or adventure and of 
fortunes whose vastness once excited 
his wonder or made him Incredulous. 

The site of the city was first visited 
by Europeans in 17tiit, and In 177." Bu- 
carell ordered a fort, presidio and mis 
aion founded ou the bay. One year 
later, the year of the Declaration of 
Independence, the Spanish settlers be- 
gan the work, and when Vancouver, 

tl xplorer. visited the place ill 17'J2

18.10, and the first comuiou 
round I elected proceeded with diligence 
to plunder the city treasury. .The 
same feer the state was admitted to 
the t ul. ,11. and when the steamer Ore- 
gon brought the news there was no 
telegraphic communication in those 
days -business was entirely suspended 
and the entire population rushed to the 
arts to welcome the harbinger The 
vn had about 10,000 Inhabitants at 
that time, aud when the people were 
informed that the signal Hags of the 
Oregon Indicated that California was a 

reign state of the United states of 

America "a universal shout arose from 
lO.OiRl voices on the wharfs, in the 
streets, upon the hills, housetops aud 
the world of shipping lu the bay." 

In its early history the city suffered 
from several disastrous tires. Between 
December, 1MB, and June. 1851. six 
conflagrations played havoc with |be 
growing young towu. Better buildings 
were planned and several fire compa- 
nies w. re organized. These were steps 
in the right direction. It was also dis- 
covered Unit the fires were started by 
criminals who profited by the confu- 
sion. 

This fact and the Ineffic iency and 
corruption of the city government led 
a largo number of citizens to organ- 
ize the famous vigilance committee 
which ruled the place In 1851. Quite a 
number of crooks were lynched by 
the OOaMBlttee, others were driven out, 
like Job* Oakhurst. the leading figure 
In Bret Uarte's "Outcasts of l'oker 
Flat," and the city went through a pu- 
rification process that wns of great 
benefit to it. 

The aspect of San Francisco at this 
time was not Inspiring to Inflowing 
gold seekers. It was a straggling med- 
ley of low, dingy adobes, frail wooden 

sprinkling of more respectable frame 
house, .ii.d a mass of canvas and rub 
bar habitation*, It was mainly a city 
of tents, rising In a crescent upon the 
ehores of the cove.

Indicated that 43 per cent of the peo- 
ple of the city were born in foreign 
lands, not In two or three different 
countries, but lu practically every land 
under the sun. According to the na- 
tional census reports for 1800, San 
Fraueisco had a total population of 
298,097. Of these 172.186 were native 
born and 12*1.811 were horn outside of 
the United States. Fully half the 
grown persons in the community re- 
moved to California from alien lands, 
while a large percentage of the other 
half and of the general body of chil- 
dren were of forelgu parentage. In 
1900 San Francisco had a population 
of MS.TSS, of which 34 1 per c. nt waa 
foreign liorti. 

San I'ranolseo has long been famed 
as. one of the "wide open" cities of the 
Vnlted States. As In the days of 
181'.', the gambler devotes himself to 
his vocation with little Interference 
from the authorities. Prior to the 
earthquake two of the most prominent 
comers In the city were occupied by 
gambling dens. One of them, known 
as the Cafe Royal, has been a veritable 
gold mine for Its proprietors. 
The California supreme court has 
decision to the effect that 
game of draw poker Is not a game 
of chance, but Involves Judgment and 
other elements as well as chance or 
luck, and because of this decision these 
plnces are permitted to be niaintaln.il. 

They are frequented by a hard look- 
ing crowd of men, and many scandals 
are told associated with these places. 
A visitor's life is probably safe In these 
r. s .rts. but his money Is not. It Is said 
that the son of the premier of British 
Columbia was fleeced of $8,500 In the 
cafe Koyal a few years ago. He lo 
81.500 In cash, but stopped payment 
$7,000 In checks.

The attorneys for Dowie have secured 
an order from Ithe postal department 
directing that all mail addressed to 
Dr. Dowie be delivered to him. This 
they consider an important move, as 
most of these letters contain tithes 
from members of the church. This, 
they claim, will checkmate the order 
sent by Voliva that no moneys be re- 
mitted to Dowie.
